restricted regions, Whenever residents enter or leave these areas they 
must carry special entry or exit permits; inhabitants of other parts of 
Rumania before entering or leaving a restricted area are required to 
register with the police. Rumanian citizens are otherwise free to travel 
throughout the country provided they report any permanent changes of
